What  is  the  Concordia  Organiza 
tional  Management  Program? 


The  Concordia  Organizational  Management  Program  is  an  accelerated  degree  completion  program.  COMP 
is  specifically  designed  to  serve  adults  25  and  older  who  have  already  completed  two  or  more  years  of  college  with 
a  cumulative  2.0  GPA  or  better,  and  who  now  would  like  to  complte  their  Bachelor's  Degree.  COMP  students 
typically  are  employed  full-time,  thus  the  program  is  offered  in  the  evening  and  on  Saturday  mornings.  One 
session  per  wek  over  an  18  month  period  provides  the  student  with  the  opportunity  to  earn  up  to  60  credit  hours 
in  class  and  up  to  as  many  as  48  additional  credit  hours  in  Credit  for  Prior  Learning.  Classes  are  taught  in  a  manner 
that  is  conducive  to  learning  for  adults.  An  atmosphere  of  shared  family,  career,  and  age  interests  develops  among 
the  adult  students. 

The  curriculum  is  centerd  on  the  management  of  organizations-  wheter  they  be  for  profit,  not-for-profit,  or 
volunteer.  Thus  the  modules  emphasiz  group  dynamics,  key  elements  of  management,  i.e.,  the  structure  and 
management  of  organizations;  problem  identification  and  solution'  budgeting  and  accounting;  the  role  of  human 
resources;  and  ethics.  In  addition,  students  examine  their  career  paths  and  future  options.  They  also  explore  and 
write  about  experiences  from  which  they  have  gained  significant  understanding  and  learning.  This  process  may 
lead  to  writing  essays  or  examining  a  variety  of  means  now  available  by  which  they  may  receive  credit  for 
experiential  learning. 

In  short,  the  goal  of  COMP  is  to  help  adults  who  ar  employed  full-time  complete  their  last  two  years  of  college 
within  approximately  two  years. 

Since  its  beginning  in  May  1990  through  June  1992,  COMP  has  enrolled  132  students  in  10  groups.  Currently 
there  ar  86  students  actively  taking  part  in  the  program.  Four  groups  have  completed  the  major  and  those  students 
are  working  to  complete  thir  graduation  requirements.  Twenty  COMP  students  graduated  from  Concordia 
University  in  June  1992.

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Cougars  End  Season  at  Regionals 


Concordia  University's  Wrestling  team  trav- 
eled to  Wabash  College  in  Crawfordsville, 
Ind.,  Feb.  28-29  for  the  Division  III  regionals. 
The  tournament  consisted  of  20  teams  from 
seven  states.  Head  coach  Stan  Tischer  was 
limited  to  a  five-man  team  as  two  of  his  men 
were  taken  ill,  but  two  of  the  remaining  Cou- 
gar wrestlers  stepped  up  to  fill  the  void  and 
came  close  to  having  very  successful  week- 
ends. 

Heavyweight  Clayton  Smith  (Detroit, 
Mich.),  seeded  third,  went  3-1  but  fell  one 
victory  short  of  qualifying  for  the  nationals. 
Smith  opened  by  defeating  his  sixth-seeded 
opponent  from  Wisconsin-LaCrosse  before 


losing  to  the  second  seed  from  Olivet  (Mich.). 
He  rebounded  with  wins  over  opponents  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  and  Thiel  (Penn.) 
College,  the  latter  being  the  fourth  seed.  Smith's 
three  wins  gave  him  third  place,  but  the  loss 
was  costly,  as  a  second-place  berth  would 
have  given  him  automatic  qualifying  status. 

Bob  Werderich  (Bartlett,  IL.)  lost  his  first 
match  in  the  158  class  to  the  fourth  seed  before 
coming  back  to  defeat  an  opponent  from  Olivet 
to  whom  he  had  previously  lost  two  of  three 
this  season.  In  his  next  match  against  Thiel 
College  wrestler,  Werderich  led  all  the  way 
until  the  last  minute  when  his  opponent  capi- 
talized on  an  opportunity  to  come  back  and 


take  the  win,  depriving  Werderich  of  a  chance 
to  place  in  the  class. 

Cougar  wrestlers  Joel  Mills  (Chicago,  IL.), 
Joel  Moritz  (Munster,  Ind.),  and  Christopher 
Pate  (Elgin,  IL.)  all  were  eliminated  in  early 
rounds  of  the  tournament.  Despite  that,  how- 
ever, Tischer  remarked  of  their  efforts,  "They've 
had  to  carry  a  big  part  of  the  load  this  year  and, 
in  spite  of  the  records,  they've  shown  a  lot  of 
improvement  from  the  beginning  of  the  season 
up  to  this  point.

Youth  Points  Way  to  Succss  for 

Women  Cagers 


For  first-year  women's  basketball  coach 
Jan  Fisher,  the  1991-92  season  was  a  small 
step  in  what  may  be  the  first  of  many  big 
strides  for  the  future  of  the  program. 

"I  was  disappointed  in  our  record  because  I 
thought  we  had  the  capability  to  do  better," 
Fisher  said  of  her  5-20,  2-8  squad.  "As  the 
season  went  on,  however,  I  think  we  did  a  lot 
of  positive  things  that  will  help  us  along  the 
way." 

Indeed,  Fisher  was  faced  with  a  nine-player 
roster  that  was  somewhat  lacking  in  height.  In 
addition,  three  of  the  nine  were  freshmen  who 
were  counted  upon  for  heavy  minutes.  This 
freshman  trio  formed  a  solid  nucleus  which 
will  shape  the  Cougar  fortunes  for  the  next  few 
years. 

"The  team  had  to  learn  a  new  system  while 
adjusting  to  a  new  coach,"  explained  Fisher. 
"The  players  worked  hard  and  did  everything 
that  I  asked  of  them,  and,  as  a  result,  our 
returning  players  next  year  will  have  a  better 
understanding  of  what  we  are  trying  to  achieve. 
In  particular,  Kim  Schumacher,  Lori  Gibson, 
and  Joy  Buchheimer,  our  three  freshmen,  will 
be  keys  to  our  success  because  of  the  experi- 
ence and  knowledge  of  the  system  that  they 
gained." 

Schumacher  and  Gibson  finished  second 
and  fourth  in  Cougar  scoring  this  year  with 
10.7  and  9.6  points  per  game,  respectively. 
Buchheimer  gave  the  Cougars  some  needed 
height  and  became  a  formidable  inside  factor, 
capped  off  by  a  12-rebound  performance  in  a 
late  season  contest  versus  Aurora.  Veteran 
starters  Denise  Bode  and  Georgia  Pagel  are 
expected  to  return  next  year  to  further  boost 
the  Cougars'  chances. 

The  Cougars'  leading  scorer  (15.1)  and 
rebounder  (8.0),  Laura  Kohrs,  is  the  lone  starter 
lost  to  graduation.  "There  is  no  question  that 
we  will  miss  Laura,"  says  Fisher,  "but  we  have 
a  good  group  returning,  and  if  recruiting  goes 
well,  we  will  have  every  reason  to  be  optimis- 
tic." 

In  conclusion,  Fisher  states,  "We  took  our 
lumps  this  year,  but  we  believe  that  the  road  we 
traveled  will  prove  to  be  the  best  one  for  our 
program  in  the  long  run." 


Women's  Basketball 


Improved  Cougar  Men  Aiming  For 

the  TOP 


Concordia  University's  men's  basketball 
coach  Keith  Peterson  watched  his  1991-92 
veteran  squad  take  another  step  forward  this 
year,  improving  from  last  year's  10-16,  4-6  to 
13-13,  6-4.  While  that  would  generally  be 
reason  for  satisfaction,  Peterson  looks  at  it 
from  two  perspectives. 

"Seeing  as  how  we  upgraded  our  non-con- 
ference schedule  this  year,  I  would  have  said 
that  13-13  was  about  where  we  should  have 
been,"  says  Peterson.  "Looking  back,  how- 
ever, you  wonder  what  could  have  happened  if 
we  could  have  reversed  the  results  of  a  few  of 
our  close  games.  We  had  a  solid  core  of  third- 
year  veterans  on  this  tarn  and  they  realize  that, 
while  they  will  want  to  give  some  impetus  to 
the  program  for  success  in  the  years  to  come, 
next  year  will  be  their  last  chance  for  glory." 

The  Cougars'  top  five  scorers  this  past  year 
are  expected  back  for  the  1992-93  season,  led 


by  guard  Darron  Lowe,  ninth  on  the  all-time 
Cougar  scoring  list.  Also  returning  will  be 
floor  general  Bob  Koehne,  who  will  move 
into  the  top  ten  in  assists  early  next  season. 
With  such  a  nucleus  returning,  Peterson  hopes 
to  see  his  team  get  off  to  a  good  start. 

"We  had  some  early-season  injury  prob- 
lems, and  it  took  us  longer  than  I  expected  to 
learn  to  play  together  again,"  remarked 
Peterson.  "We  settled  into  our  roles  much 
better  toward  the  end,  and  we  need  to  carry 
that  over  into  the  beginning  of  the  next  sea- 
son." 

Peterson  expects  his  team  to  respond  to 
next  year's  formidable  schedule:  "First  of  all, 
we  are  playing  Division  I  Loyola  of  Chicago 
at  Alumni  Gym  on  December  1 ;  that  will  be  a 
true  challenge  for  us.  We  will  play  Hope, 
Ripon,  and  Elmhurst,  all  tournament  teams 
this  year.  Eureka,  one  of  the  top  NAIA  teams, 


is  on  our  schedule.  We  are  traveling  to  Colo- 
rado in  December  to  play  in  the  Mesa  State  Ski 
Country  Classic  and  also  at  Regis  University 
in  Denver,  a  Division  II  school.  In  addition, 
we  will  host  CIT  in  January  1993,  and  both  the 
Concordias  of  St.  Paul  and  Seward  may  be 
NAIA-ranked  teams.  There  will  be  a  lot  of 
challenges  for  us,  and  that's  even  before  we  get 
to  the  NIIC  schedule." 

As  the  Cougars  prepare  for  next  year,  one 
factor  will  keep  Peterson  and  the  team  pushing 
forward.  "This  year,  we  saw  resurgence  of 
support  from  the  campus  community,"  said 
Peterson.  "A  lot  of  students,  faculty,  and  staff 
are  starting  to  talk  basketball  again  and  to 
show  up  in  greater  numbers  at  the  games.  With 
the  positive  expectations  for  next  season,  along 
with  hosting  CIT,  next  year  may  be  the  most 
exciting  for  all  of  us."

Baseball  Season  Ends  with  Close 
Losses  to  Trinity,  Eureka 


Although  it  was  a  rough  season  for 
Concordia's  baseball  team  (2-26, 1  -9),  the  Cou- 
gars showed  that  they  were  not  content  to 
simply  play  out  the  schedule's  last  week.  The 
team  put  forth  strong  efforts  in  a  13-inning  8-7 
loss  to  Trinity  Christian  May  7  followed  by  5- 
0  and  4-3  loss  to  Eureka  May  8  to  complete  the 
season. 

The  Cougars  and  Trinity  Christian  battled  to 
a  4-4  tie  after  nine  innings,  and  Concordia 
looked  to  be  in  good  shape  to  win  the  game 
when  Mike  Fasshauer  (Wheaton,  II.)  doubled 
in  two  runs  in  the  top  of  the  10th  for  a  6-4  lead. 
The  Trolls  countered  with  two  in  their  half  of 


the  inning,  but  the  Cougars  scored  a  run  in  the 
13th  on  an  RBI  single  by  Alan  Heffelfinger 
(Milwaukee,  Wis.).  Undaunted  by  the  Cou- 
gars' surge,  Trinity  Christian  scored  twice  with 
two  outs  to  take  the  8-7  win. 

At  Eureka,  the  Cougars  were  out-pitched  in 
the  first  game,  despite  good  mound  efforts 
from  Heffelfinger  and  Doug  Wacker 
(Jeffersonville,  Ind.).  In  the  4-3  loss  in  game 
two,  the  Cougars  held  a  1-0  lead  after  four 
innings,  before  the  Red  Devils  scored  three  in 
the  fifth  and  one  in  the  sixth  for  a  4- 1  lead.  The 
Cougars  put  the  pressure  on  Eureka  when  Jon 
Bernhardt  (St.  Charles,  Mo.)  and  Todd  Bortz 


(Fort  Wayne,  Ind.)  collected  RBI  singles  to 
narrow  the  margin  to  4-3  before  the  Red 
Devils  could  get  the  final  out. 

"We  had  to  battle  against  a  lot  of  adversi- 
ties this  year,"  said  head  coach  Ray  Shubat. 
"The  weather  was  not  good  to  us  in  the  early 
going,  and  we  had  to  do  a  lot  of  reshuffling  of 
our  schedule.  The  team  didn't  let  that  get  them 
down,  however.  They  gave  it  their  best  in 
every  game." 


For  the  Record(s),  Track  Team  is 

Off  and  Running 


While  the  1 992  edition  of  Concordia's  track 
team  may  not  have  a  team  motto,  one  that 
might  fit  this  team  is,  "Stand  and  be  recog- 
nized." This  year's  team  has  produced  five 
new  school  records  plus  one  tied,  as  well  as  an 
All-American  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  na- 
tional finals.  Needless  to  say,  their  success  is 
a  campus  secret  no  longer. 

"It's  been  a  big  thrill  for  me  to  see  these  kids 
come  along  the  way  they  have,"  said  head 
coach  Jim  Braun.  "There's  no  secret  how 
they've  achieved  their  success,  really  -  it's  just 
effort  and  more  effort.  It's  great  that  they  can 
see  the  fruits  of  their  labors  in  the  record  books 
as  well." 

The  track  team  has  achieved  their  success 
despite  a  number  of  obstacles.  Braun  cites 
some  of  the  difficulties:  "The  weather  early  in 


the  spring  was  horrendous.  The  kids  don't  get 
the  spotlight  of  participating  in  a  high-profile 
sport.  When  we  needed  extra  practice  to 
places  such  as  Oak  Park  -  River  Forest  High 
School.  Despite  all  that,  the  team  has  made  a 
lot  of  sacrifices  for  the  love  of  the  sport,  and  a 
lot  of  people  are  beginning  to  stand  up  and  take 
notice  of  what  we've  been  doing." 

One  newcomer  that  made  an  immediate 
impact  for  the  Cougars  is  junior  transfer  Davina 
Polk  (Chicago,  ILL).  Polk  set  three  new 
school  records  and  tied  a  fourth.  Her  marks  of 
37'3"  in  the  triple  jump  and  18'6"  in  the  long 
jump  both  earned  her  automatic  qualifying 
status  at  the  NCAA  Division  III  on  May  27-30 
at  Colby  College  in  Maine,  from  where  she 
went  on  to  make  All-American  status  in  the 
triple  jump,  finishing  seventh  nationally.  Polk 


also  set  the  new  women's  100  meter  record  at 
:  12.7,  and  her  high  jump  of  5'2"  tied  the  mark 
of  Lyn  Ruppert  set  in  1989. 

Freshman  Andrea  Duda  (Oviedo,  Fla.)  holds 
the  new  mark  in  the  women's  discus  with  a 
throw  of  1 19'2",  eclipsing  the  old  standard  of 
1 14'4"  that  had  been  set  in  1981.  Sophomore 
Tim  Grotelueschen  (Sterling  Heights,  Mich.) 
put  his  signature  on  the  5,000  meter  15:22.4 
broke  his  own  school  record  of  1 5:24.2  that  he 
had  set  just  one  month  previous. 

"The  thing  that  excites  me  the  most  about 
this  group,"  says  Braun,  "is  that  all  of  them  will 
be  returning  next  year.  I  feel  strongly  that 
some  more  of  our  records  are  within  reach  and, 
even  though  next  season  is  still  about  nine 
months  away,  I  can  hardly  wait  until  we  get 
going  again.  I  know  they  feel  the  same  way 
too." 


Second  Place  for  Men's  Tennis  at 

CIT 


The  Concordia  University  men's  tennis 
tam  (1 1-8,  4-1)  completed  the  season  with  a 
second-place  finish  at  the  Concordia  Invita- 
tional Tennis  Tournament  May  1  -2  in  Mequon, 
WI. 

It  was  a  two-team  battle  from  the  outset  as 
the  favored  Concordia  Seminary  Preachers 
from  St.  Louis  hammered  the  Comets  of  Con- 
cordia, St.  Paul  9-0,  while  the  Cougars  dis- 
patched the  host  Falcons  by  the  same  score  in 
the  first  round  of  the  round-robin  format.  The 
Preachers  and  Cougars  traded  opponents  to 
start  the  next  day's  action,  but  the  results  were 
the  same,  as  each  advanced  with  9-0  victories. 
This  set  the  stage  for  the  championship  match, 
in  which  the  Cougars  would  have  to  play  with 
out  captain  and  second  singles  player  Scott 
Stocker  (Tempe,  Ariz.). 
Senior  Manny  Robert  (Papua,  New  Guinea) 


started  the  finals  with  a  4-6,  6-4,  7-5  victory 
over  David  Groth  of  St.  Louis.  Freshman 
Bob  Henry  (Fort  Wayne,  Ind.)  moved  up  to 
second  singles  and  elevated  his  game,  finish- 
ing with  a  flourish  by  defeating  the  Preach- 
ers' Pete  Heckman  6-1,  6-3.  River  Forest 
extended  its  lead  over  the  Preachers  to  3-0  as 
senior  Mark  Schleg  (Grayslake,  IL)  defeated 
Dave  Hahn  of  St.  Louis  at  flight  three  by 
scores  of  4-6,  6-3,  6-1. 

St.  Louis  stormed  back  and  showed  its 
depth  by  sweeping  flights  four,  five,  and  six 
in  straight  sets,  all  by  identical  6-4  scores. 
The  Preachers  swept  to  victory  over  the  Cou- 
gars' Robert  and  Craig  Klotz  (Lombard,  IL) 
at  first  doubles,  while  Henry  and  Schleg  kept 
up  their  hot  pace  by  defeating  the  Preachers' 
second  doubles  team,  4-6,  6-3,  6-3.  The 
climactic  finish  found  the  Preachers'  third 


doubles  team  out-lasting  Eric  Brei  (Muscatine, 
Iowa)  and  freshman  Doug  Braun  (Horicon, 
WI)  by  scores  of  2-6,  6-4,  6-4. 

"It  was  an  exciting  match,"  explained  head 
coach  Tom  Faszholz.  "The  Preachers  had 
defeated  up  soundly  earlier  in  the  season,  so 
we  were  determined  to  make  an  improved 
showing.  I  actually  thought  we  would  win  it, 
but  St.  Louis  showed  its  experience  and  held 
on.  I  was  very  impressed  with  the  way  our 
team  performed." 

The  Cougars  will  lose  Manny  Robert  (40 
career  wins)  and  Scott  Stocker  (36  wins)  to 
graduation.  Together,  they  won  30  matches 
while  playing  at  the  top  doubles  position. 
Mark  Schleg  also  graduates,  having  earned  23 
victories  in  a  two-year  stint.  Craig  Klotz  (12- 
7)  and  Eric  Brei  (12-8)  had  the  best  singles 
records  on  the  team  at  fifth  and  sixth  singles, 
respectively.
